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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept imder PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, Claims 1-12 and 18-26 drawn to compounds and process of preparing. 

Group II, Claims 15 and ^7, drawn to a composition containing an additional active 

ingredient. 

Group III, claims 17 and 28, drawn to multiple uses. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, imder PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Groups I and II are related as products and methods of use. In the instant case, the 
products as claimed can be used in materially different processes as evidenced by applicants' 
own claims and specification. 

Groups I and II unrelated because Group I does not require an additional active ingredient 
for its use as evidenced by applicants' own claims and specification. 

The claims herein lack unity of invention under PCT Rule 13.1 and 13.2 since the 
compounds defined in the claims lack a significant structural element qualifying as the special 
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technical feature that defines a contribution over the prior art. The compounds claimed contain a 
pyridine group, which does not define a contribution over the prior art. The substituents on the 
structure vary extensively and when taken as a whole result in vastly different compoimds. 
Accordingly, unity of invention is considered to be lacking and restriction of the invention in 
accordance with the rules of unity of invention is considered to be proper. 

In the event of an election of Group I, applicant is also requested to elect one 
method of use, i.e., a specific disease. 

37 CFR 1.475(b) an international or a national stage application containing claims . 
drawn to different categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the 
claims are drawn only to one of the following combination of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specifically adapted for the manufacture of said product;

Because these inventions lack unity of invention for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper 

Applicant may file the divisional subject matter noted in divisional applications. If 
applicant wishes a generic expression of the elected invention the claims here need be amended 
to reflect that election. 

AppUcant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37
